BOMBING IS NO 
FLASH IN PAN 


(By Associated Press) 
TOKYO (from Japanese broadcasts), April 18 — The 
Japanese command announced that hostile w arplanes bombed 
Tokyo, Yokohama, N agoya and Kobe today and caused air 
raid alarm s to run through three of the four main islands 
ol Japan. 
Observers said the raiders over Tokyo bore the 
insignia of the United S tates air fo rc e . 
These were tin* first air raids in .Japan’s experience. 
(Thus in one trem endous sweep, the attackers, in what 
appears to have been the most daring air assault in history, 
struck at the heart ot the Japanese em pire: at Tokyo, the 
capital, population 7,000,000, tin1 world’s third city; N agoya, 
1.400.000, center ot the aircraft industry; Kobe, 1,200,000, 
ch ief port of the em pire, shipping point for supplying the 
Japanese armed forces in the southw est P acific; Yokohama, 
950.000, the port for Tokyo.) 
Raid alarm s were in force for varying periods from the 
northern tip of Hokkaido to Shikoku in tile south, including 
m ost of the main island, H oshun. 
(This em braces a sweep 
of more tha 1,000 m iles.) 
Imperial headquarters anounced that raiders which “ap­ 
proached from several directions” cam e over the Tokyo-Yo­ 
kohama area half an hour after noon ami that tw o hours 
later two planes raided N agoya and a single raider dropped 
incendiaries on Kobe. 
The latter is 376 m iles west of Tokyo. 
O fficial announcem ents said that “it is confirm ed thus 
far th a t nine enem y planes w ere shot down” in the Tokvo- 
Yokohama area and that in all cases the dam age was light. 
(The claim of nine raiders destroyed suggested a raid 
by a total of many tim es that num ber.) 
“Observers declared that w ithout doubt the planes which 
bombed the Tokyo-Yokoham a region were United States 
m achines,” said the Tokyo r a d io . 
“They said the Am erican 
blue star ensign could be seen clearly from the ground.”
